As the frightened animal passed the 
site of the new Soldan High School, on 
Union boulevard. McAteer ran into the 
street and leaped to seize its bridle. 
‘The horse swerved sharply, and Mc- 
Ateer fell across the street car track, 
without touching the horse. His head 
etruck one of the rails and he law mo- 
tionless as the horse, effectively stopped 
by hig heroic act, stumbled against the 
curb a few feet away. 

Dies in Automobile. 

The motorman of an approaching car 
ran to the falling horse, seized the bridle 
and.pulied the girl's foot loose from the 
As the horse fell, 
struggling and kicking, an automobile 
party came up. 

While John F. Bambrick, owner of the 
auto, picked up McAteer from the track, 
others cared for the frightened but un- 
hort child. Bambrick put the uncon- 


-gelous man tenderly on the seat of the 
vatite and. made a aash to the Jewish 


Hospital; a few blocks away. 

When the machitie’reached the hospi- 
tal, McAteer was dead from a fracture 
of me skull.

Knew the Slecping Room. 

The house was atready doomed. ‘The 
girl stumbied through the dark, smoke- 
filled rooms to the apartment where she 
knew the family slept. It. was partly 
filled with smoke and it seemcd that at 
any moment the fiames wouid burst 
into the apartment. 

The girl found the inmates stupified. 
She aroused Dunion ana the two aw1ik- 
ened Mrs. Dorlor and the children. Then 
they made tielfr way into the open. They 
were none too soon. 

Miss Lyons lives at 6305 Lenox ave- 
nue, just outside the city limits, Her 
bedroom is upstairs. At 4:30 a..m. Mon- 
day she saw that the home of Donlon, 
€241 Lennox avenue, was afire. The roof 
was all ablaze. She ran barefooted to 
the house. 

apened the-trent»deer-she --aw 
the tlames half way down the stairway 
and the house was full of smoke. Mr. 
and Mrs. Donlon. and their l-year-old 
baby were sleeping in the front room 
downstairs. She awakened them ang 
they ran cut. 

Then she went into the back room, 
where Marie and Nora Donlon, 10 and 
8 years old, were sleeping. The smoke 
in that room was thick and suffocating. 
She ‘could not arouse the elder girl. 
She snatched up the younger one in her 
arms and ran out and then Mr... Don- 
lon ran in and carried out Marie. She 
revived as soon. as she reached the 
fresh air. The house was burned to 
the ground.

RIVER DEPOPULATES AN 
ENTIRE MISSOURI TOWN 








hold Goods and Move to 
Jefferson City.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 14.— 
All the residents of the town of Cedar 
City, more than 100 in number, across 
the Missouri River from Jefferson 
City, who were driven from their homes 
by the high water wnich has over- 
flowed the entire town, have sought 
refuge in Jefferson City. 

The Chicago & Alton Railroad tracks 
in Cedar City are under three feet of 
water, and trains are unable to reach 
the station. Residents and storekeepers 
began moving to Jefferson City Fri- 
day, and Sunday night found the lit- 
tle town deserted, with boards nailed 
across the windows of stores and resi- 
dences to prevent the water from 
breaking the glass. 

The Missouri River makes a bend 
around Cedar City. For several years 
the river has been attempting to cut 
a channel through the town, but Gov- 
ernment dikes have preventec damage. 
The river, which has been rising at 
at the rate of one inch an hour since 
Saturday morning, has broken over the 
dikes and flooded the entire town, as 
well as hundreds of, acres of farming 
land. 


Jefferson City ‘is in practically no 
danger from high water, only a small 
portion of the town being low enough 
to be affected. Residents of this part 
of the ity have already moved to 
higher ground.

There was thought to be a proba- 
bility that a dramatic situation would 
develop, 

According to statements of Mrs. 
Charles Davidson, assented to by ‘‘John- 
nie,”” Ramsour believed that “Johnnie” 
had caused Grace to discard him and he 
blamed her bitterly. 

That Grace stil] foved Ramsour, and, 
perhaps, shared his resentment against 
family interference, is shown by the 
fact that on the day of the tragedy, 
when Ramsour passed .the house, she 
called him to her as she sat in the lawn 
swing.

Dolliver Writes His Refusal. 

At today’s meeting of the Iowa dele- 
gation, the following letter from Senator 
Dolliver was read: 

“FORT DODGE, Io., June 13. 
“Hon. George D. Perkins, Chairman 

Iowa Delegatian, Chicago, IL: 

‘‘Dear Sir—I desire to call your atten- 
tion to a political matter, referred to in 
your note of June 7. I have taken it for 
granted, that the talk of nominating me 
for the vice-presidency was mainly 4 
newspaper recreation. I have had some 
Mttle experience in these vice-presiden- 
tial booms, and therefore, I have given 
little attention to it. I desire, however, 
that you, as chairman of the Iowa dele- 
gation, should be fully advised as to my 
views in respect to the matter, 

“Now, in the first place, this is an of- 
fiae which I do not desire. I have no 
ambition in that direction. My ambitions 
are altogether in serving our people 
from my place in the Senate, and I 
could not enter upon this candidacy, 
without a great sacrifice of my personal 
inclinations and of my interests, as well. 

“T do not underrate the dignity of the 
office and of course this honor of being 
associated with Mr. Taft in the cam- 
paign is not one to be treated lightly. 
Notwithstanding these considerations, I 
feel that my duty lies in the other direc- 
tion. 

Missourt Starts Liquer Row. 

Missouri has brought the prohibition 
question into the vice-presidential fight 
before the Republican Convention, and 
anti-prohibition leaders are working to 
prevent the nomination of Senator Dol- 
liver of Iowa, the Taft choice, because 
he framed a bill last winter In Congress 
to prohibit the shipment of liquor from 
other states Into prohibition states.

The levee across the river from Alton, 
which guards the farm of John Schue- 
lenberg, went out with a roar at 4 
morning, and Schue- 
lenberg and 10 men who had been 
working franticly all night to save it, 
‘barely escaped with their lives. 


The families on the farms behind 


the levee had been warned that it proba- 


bly would break and moved to places 
‘of safety, but many head of cattle and 
hogs were drowned and a thousand 
acres of wheat and corn land were 
inundated. 

A gang of farmers and hired men had 
been working to save the levee ever 
gince the high water began. It had 
showed signs of weakness and the 
men stopped it and fortified it with 
gacks of sand and rock. 

At midnight Sunday the water began 
to creep across the top of the levee 
and the men worked hard to hold it 
back. At 4 o’clock in the morning it 


* Wwas seen that the water could not be 


kept back much longer and the weary 
men were preparing to leave when sud- 
denly a large crevasse was forced 


- through ‘it and the men ran for their 


lives. All succeeded in escaping in 
boats and along the top of the levee. 


Rises Eight Inches in Day. 


The farms inundated by, the flood 


3 through the hole in the bank belong to

The water in the river at Alton rose 
eight inches between early morning and 


midnight Sunday. 


At Madison and Venice, an effort is 
being made to save the levees intact. 
The Carr Slough levee between the river 
and the main levee broxe, put the levee 
was of little importance and no great 
damage was done. 

. ,The gauge on the Missouri River at 
St. Charles Monday showed » stage of 
28.45 feet, three feet above the danger 
line. Sunday afternoon the stage was 
27.7 feet.. A further rise of-two feet is 
expected by Monday night. ‘The river 
now lacks but five feet of being as high 
as it was during the flood of 1903. 

All of the low country beiween the 
river and the M., K. & T. tracks are 
‘under water in the netghberhood of 
Graveyard Slough, about eizht miles 
north of St. Charles. 

The farmers in that vicintty have been 
heavy losers on account of the flood. 
Adam Stein lost 10 acres of wheat 
which; was ready to cut. The farm of 
Calvin Showers is covered with six feet 
of water, and his crops are a total loss. 


Crops Are Destroyed. 

Wendell Ell had 165 acres of wheat and 
corn destroyed. John Weidey lost 8) 
acres of wheat. The entire crops of 
John Kilgore, the M., K. & T. section 
foreman, are gone. 

The Showers family was driven from 
their house and had to wade through 
water waist deep in escaping.

, compelled to cease running trains on 


their tracks on account of the flood. 


, Bince then, the tracks have been raised, 


but the water is within three feet of the 
top of the embankment and if it goes

Officiel Forecast, 

An official forecast issued by the 
‘Weather Bureau Monday says that the 
river will go only 1.6 foot higher than 
its present stage and that the flood 
will reach its crest Thursday or Fri- 
day with a stage of. 34 feet. From 
that point it will recede slowly. 

Monday's stage at 7 a. m. was 32. 4, 
a rise of .6 in 24 hours. 

The forecast says: “The Illinois 
River and the Mississippi above 
Grafton will remain stationary or fall 
slowly. The Missour! below Kansas 
City and the Mississippi between 
Grafton and Chester will continue to 
rise.

New Instrument Develops 
Speed That Arouses Con- 
sumer’s Curiosity. 


ASKS FOR EXPLANATION 
Lighting Company Tells Him 
He Must Have Used More 
Current. 





H. L. Schaefer of 3928 Cleveland ave- 
nue, who found recently that he had 
an electric meter in his house running 
2 per cent? fast, says the new meter 
supplied by the Union flectric Light 
and Power Co. increased his May bill 
100 per cent over his bill for May last 
year. 

Mr. Schaefer says the new meter, as 
compared with the old meter, must still 
be running about 100 per cent fast. 

Since last year, he says, he has dis- 
continued the burning of some electric 
lamps and has also put in gas. He is 
satisfied, he says, that he is not using 
as much electricity as he was last year, 
when his bill was $1, the minimum, 

Asks Company to Explain. 

After having won in his fight to get 
a new meter, after the one installed 
last February was found to be 20 per 
cent fast, Mr. Schaefer found it neces- 
sary to complain again. He wrote to the 
company saying that his bill was over 
100 per cent higher in May, 1908, than it 
was either in May, 1906, or 1907, and 
asked the company to explain. 

In reply to the letter, Secretary 
Spoehrer of Union Electric said: ‘‘We 
are in no position to inform you why 
the bills for one year are larger or 
smaller than another for the reason 
that you may use more or less current 
one time than another. You will note 
that during the year 1906 there was con- 
sumed 25 per cent more current than in 
any other year above mentioned (191 to 
1908). 

Mr. Schaefer is not satisfied with the 
meter or the explanation. The company 
has offered again to make a joint test 
of it. The former test was made in 
connection with Fire Prevention a 
experts. 

Benoist to Put in Plan 

Conde A. Benoist, proprietor of the 
Benoist Building, Ninth and Piné streets, 
is preparing to install his own electric 
light and power plant. 

Mr. Benoist’s troubles with Union 
Electric began last summer, when his 
former contract, at an advantageous 
rate, expired. The company then want- 
ed to put him on a higher rate, and he 
refused to accept it, and finally got 
service from the Phoenix Heat, Light 
and Power Co., controlled also by the 
North American Co. 

After Mr. Benoist’s contract expired 
he got service for several months with- 
out a contract. Union Electric billed 
him the electricity at a higher rate than 
was called for in the old contract.

70 CHILDHOOD 


Bookkeeper in Hospital For- 
gets Alphabet and Multi- 
plication Table. 





His brain torn ty injuries inflicted 
in a street car accident, William M. 
Coyne has forgotten the figures which 
for 10 years, as a bookkeeper, have been 
the constant material of his daily task. 

More slowly and painfully than in 
the training of a backward child, City 
Hospital physicians and fellow patients 
are teaching him by many repetitions 
to say “two plus two is four.”’ 

Physically, Coyne is well of hig‘ in- 
juries, sustained a month ago. Men- 
tally he has been cast back to the 
State of early childhood, but he lacks 
the. quick receptiveness of a child. 

He has forgotten, not only his arith- 
metic, but his penmanship, the faces 
of his friends and the names of all 
save a few common objects about him. 

May Eventually Recover. 

The physicians treating him hope 
that, in a short time, when the work 
now being done has brought back his 
ability to think, he will suddenly re- 
cover much, perhaps all, of his for- 
mer knowledge and memory. 

That he may be helped toward this, 
he is being drilled in the alphabet 
and the multiplication table as much 
as is possible, without the danger of 
overtaxing his returning mental ea- 
pacity, 

Coyne is 27 years old, and lives at 
King’s highway and Natural Bridge 
road. He was taken to the hospital 


‘May 12, from ‘Twelfth and Chestnut, 


where he had been struck by a car. 

He was paralyzed and unconscious, 
and made no résponse to the ordinary 
tests of sensibility. Examination 
showed that the coating of the cere- 
bellum was torn to shreds. 

There was a linear fracture of the 
skull, five inches long, from the base to 
the top of the head. 

Craniotomy - was -performed, the~ de- 
pression lifted and the wound was 
close@*to heal. The healing process 
was rapid. 

His Consciousness Returns, 

When consciousness was _ restored 
Coyne soon showed that he had little 
realization of his surroundings. He 
could not read or write, and showed 
no recognition of figures. 

The first question he was taught, by 
repetition, to answer, was, ‘“‘How old 
am I?—27."". He was then, with great 
effort, taught to count “One, two, 
three.” Farther he was unable to go 
for some time. 

He is now able to form some letters, 
but his handwriting,- which formerly 
was a model of commercial style, is lit- 
tle better than a scrawl. 

He has mastered part of the multipli- 
cation table, and has learned to do a 
few problems in short division.

Son of a millionaire, graduate of the 
University of Vienna, and architectural 
engineer, William Elwen, 30 years old, 
suffering from starvation, staggered into 
the office of Chief Creecy Monday morn- 
ing and begged to be sent to the Work- 
house. 

“If you cannot send me there please 
send me somewhere else,’’ said Eiwen 
to Creecy’s assistant secretary, Barney 
Verheyen. “Anywhere I can get some- 
thing to eat.’’ 

Tried for Job as Dishwasher. 

- Before calling at Police Headquarters 
Eiwen stood for an hour in a line of 
applicants for a job as dishwasher at 
a downtown restaurant. He offered to 
take the job for $1 a week and meals. 
It went to a man who offered his serv- 
ices for $3 a week and board. 

Then Eiwen’s thoughts turned to the 
Workhouse as a last resort. 

“IT had $500 two months ago,” said 
Eiwen. “I was robbed of all my be- 
longings while on my way here from 
Cincinnati. I wrote to my father in 
Schlesien, Germany, and he sent me 
$150. 

Laid off With 999 Others. 

“I spent my last cent for food Satur- 
day, and since then I have gone with 
nothing to eat. For two years I was 


employed in the Neustater iron works 
at Hamilton. O. When the panic came 
I, with 999 men, was laid off. 
since been unable to find work.”

Judge Fisher Holds That the 
Bookmaker Is Not Cus- 
todian of Bet. 





The handbook men again won a legal 
victory over the Police Department 
Monday, when Judge Fisher took the 
case of Frank O’Haver, charged with 
being the custodian of a bet, from the 
jury. 

Private Detective R. J. Patton testi- 
fied that he placed a $2 bet with O’Hav- 
er March 14 on a horse named Meelick.

GROCERY MILK,

The cows’ milk which goes to most families in 
the crowded districts of Chicago is bought at small 
groceries, bakeries or delicatessen shops. There it 
is kept in cans. When these cans are opened bac- 
teria which breed disease often get into the milk. 
Further, the sale ‘of can milk at stores makes it 
easy for wholesale milk dealers to sell low-grade 
milk to the small retail shopkeepers. The city milk 
inspectors report that often the milk toward the 
tops of the cans is barely up to grade, while that 
farther down does not have the required amount of 
butter fat. 

When a can of such milk is found in a gmall store 
the city must proceed against the storekeeper, for 
whom often it would be a hardship to pay a fine. 
The responsibility ought to be traceable to the whole- 
sale milk seller. This will be made possible if the 


Commissioner 
mittee on Health, forbidding the sale of milk in 
stores except in bottles.

| President Roosevelt's 
Hunting Stories 
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BY THEQDORE ROOSEVELT 





A  f\ 7 O animal of the chase is so dif- 

pre ficult to kill by fair still-hunting 

- as the cougar—that beast of many 

: names, known in the East as panther 

. ‘and painter, in the West as mountain 

lion, in the Southwest as Mexican lion, 

and in the Southern Continent as lion 
and puma. 

Without hounds its pursuit {is so un- 
certain that from the §stiil-hunter’s 
standpoint it hardly deserves to rank 
@s game at all—though, by the way, it 
is itself a more skillful still-hunter than 
any human rival. It prefers to move 
abroad by night or at dusk; and in the 
daytime usually lies hid in some cave 
or tangled thicket where it ts absolutely 
impossible even to stumbie on it by 
chance. It is a beast of stealth and 
rapine; its great, velvet paws, never 
make a sound, and it is always on the 
watch whether for prey or for enemies, 
while it rarely leaves shelter even when 
it thinks itself safe. Its soft, leisurely 
movements and uniformity of color 
make it difficult to discover at best, 
and its extreme watchfulneas helps it; 
but it is the cougar’s reluctance to leave 
cover at any time, its habit of slinking 
off through the brush, instead of run- 
ning in the open, when startled, and the 
way in which it lies motionless in its 
lair even when a man is within 20 yards, 
that render it so difficult to still-hunt. 


Cougars Shot by Accident 


In fact, it is next to impossible with 
‘any hope of success regularly to hunt 
the cougar without dogs or bait. Most 
cougars that are killed by still-hunters 
are shot by accident while the man is 
after other game. This has been my 
own experience. Although not common, 
cougars aré‘found near my ranch, where 
the ground fs peculiarly favorable for 
the solitary rifieman; and for 10 years 
I have, off and on, devoted a day or 
two to their pursuit; but never success- 
fully. One December a large cougar took 
up\his abode on a densely wooded bot- 
tom two miles above the ‘ranch house. 
I did not discover his existence until I 
‘went there one evening to kill a deer, 
and found that he had driven all the 
deer off the bottom, ng killed sev- 
erg), as well as a young heifer. Snow 
was falling at the timg, ‘but the storm 
was evidently almost over; the leaves 
were all off the trees and bushes; and 
I felt that next day there would, be 
guch a chance to follow the cougar as 
fate rarely offered. In the morning by 
dawn I was at the bottom, and speedily 
found his trail. Following it I came 
across his bed, among some cedars in 
a dark, steep gorge, where the buttes 
bordered the bottom. He had evi- 
dently just left it, and I  fol- 
‘lowed his tracks all day. But 
I never caught a glimpse of him, and 
late in the afternoon I trudged wearily 
homewards. When I went out next 
morning I found that as soon as I 
abandoned the chase, my quarry, ac- 
cording to the uncanny habit sometimes 
displayed by his kind, coolly turned 
sidewise, and deliberately dogged my 
footsteps to within a mile of the ranch 
house; his round footprints being as 
clear as writing in the snow. 

This was the best chance of the kiné 
that I ever had; but again and again 
I have found fresh signs of covgar, 
such as a lair which they had just left, 
game they had killed, or one of our 
venison caches which they had robbed, 
and have hunted for them all day with- 
out success, My failures were doubtless 
éue in part to various shortcomings in 
hunter’s craft on my own part; but 
equally without doubt they were mainly 
due to the quarry’s wariness and its 
sneaking ways. 


‘Has Seen 2 Cougars Alive 


I have seen a wild cougar alive but 
_ twice, and both times by chance. On 
_ @ne occasion one of my men, Merrifield 
_ fnd I surprised one eating a skunk in 
@. bullberry patch; and by our own 
bungling frightened it away from its 
- Upravory repast without getting a shot. 
On the other occasion luck befriended 
me. I was with a pack train in the 
les, and one day, feeling lazy, and 

ad no meat tn camp, I deter- 

to to try for deer by lying in 

beside a recently traveled game 

. The spot I chose was a steep, 
pine-clad slope leading down to a little 
mountain lake. I hid behind a breast- 
work of rotten logs, with a few young 
evergreens in front—an excellent am- 
bush. A broad game trail slanted down 

_ the hill directly past me. I lay perfectly 
_ @ufet for about an hour, listening to 
¥ } Murmur of the pine forests, and 


has become an estab- 
d fact that 
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the occasional call of a jay or wood- 
pecker, and gazing eagerly along the 
trail in the waning light of the late 
afternoon. Suddenly, without noise or 
warning of any kind, a cougar stood 
in the trail before me. The unlooked-for 
and unheralded approach of the beast 
was fairly ghost-like. With its head 
lower than its shoulders, and its long 
tail twitching, it slouched down the 
path, treading as softly as a kitten. 
I waited until it had passed and then 
fired into the short ribs, the _ bullet 
ranging forward. Throwing its tail up 
in the air, and giving a bound, the 
cougar galloped off over a slight ridge. 
But it did not go far; within a hundred 
yards I found it stretched on its side, 
its jaws still working convulsively. 


Dogs Needed in the Hunt. 


_ The true way to hunt the cougar is 
to follow it with dogs. If the chase is 
conducted in this fashion, it is very 
exciting, and resembles on a Jarger 
scale the ordinary method of hurting 
the wildcat or small lynx, as practiced 
by the sport-loving planters of the 
Southern states. With a very little 
training hounds readily and eagerly 
pursue the cougar, snowing in this kind 
of chase none of the fear and disgust 
they are so proné to exhibit when put 
on the trail of the certainly no more 
dangerous wolf. The cougar, when 
the hounds are on _ its _ track, 
at first runs, but when hard- 
pressed takes td a tree, or possibly 
comes to bay in thick cover. Its atten- 
tion is then so taken up with the hounds 
that it can usually be approached and 
shot without much difficulty; though 
some cougars break bay when the hunt- 
ers come near, and again make off, 
when they can only be stopped by many 
large and fierce hounds. Hounds are 
often killed in these fights; and if hun- 
gry a cougar will pounce on any doz 
for food; yet, as I have elsewhere 1e- 
lated, I know of one instance in which 
a small pack of big, savage hounds 
killed a cougar unassisted. Gen. Wade 
Hampton, who with horse and hound 
has been the mightiest hunter America 
has ever seen, informs me that he has 
killed with his pack some sixteen cou- 
gars, during the 50 years he has hunted 
in South Carolina and Mississippi. I be- 
lieve they were all killed in the latter 
State. Gen. Hampton’s hunting has been 
chiefly for bear and deer, though his 
pack also follows the lynx and the gray 
fox; and, of course, if good fortune 
throws either a wolf or a cougar in his 
way it is followed as the game of all 
others. All the cougars he killed were 
either treed or brought to bay in a cane- 
brake by the hounds; and they often 
handled the pack very roughly in the 
death struggle. He found them much 
more dangerous antagonists than the 
black bear when assailed with the hunt- 
ing knife, a weapon of which he was 
very fond. However, if his pack had 


in purely for fighting when the quarry 
was at bay, I think the danger would 
have been minimized. 


Wade Hampton's Method 


Gen. Hampton followed his game on 
horseback; but in following the cougar 
with dogs this is by no means always 
necessary, Thus Col. Cecil Clay of 
Washington killed a cougar in West 
Virginia, on foot with only three or 
four hounds. The dogs took the cold 
trail, and he had to run many miles 
over the rough, forest-clad mountains 
after them. Finally they drove the cou- 
gar up a tree; where he found it, stand- 
ing among the branches, in a half-erect 
position, its hind feet on one limb and 
its fore feet on another, while it glared 
down at the dogs, and switched its tail 
from side to side. He shot it through 
both. shoulders, and down it came in a 
heap, whereupon the dogs jumped in 
and worried it, for its forelegs were use- 
less, though it managed to catch one 
dog in its jaws and bite him severely. 

A wholly exceptional instance of thc 
kind was related to me by my old hunt 
ing friend Willis. In his youth, in 
Southwest Missouri, he knew a halt- 
witted “poor white” who was very fond 
of hunting coons. He hunted at night, 
armed with an ax, and accompanied 
by his dog Penny, a large, Savage, half- 
starved cur. One dark night the dog 
treed an animal which he could not see: 
so he cut down the tree, and immedi: 
ately Penny jumped in and grabbed 
the beast. The man sung out 
“Hold on, Penny,” seeing that 
the dog had _ seized some large, 


wild animal; the next moment 
the brute knocked the dog endways, 


and at the same instant the man split 
open its head with tne ax. Great was 
his astonishment, and greater still the 
astonishment of the neighbors next day 
When it was found that he had actualy 
killed a cougar. These great cats 
often take to trees in a perfectly fool- 
ish manner, My friend, the hunter, 
Woody, in all his 30 years" experience in 
the wilds, never killed but one cougar. 
‘He was lying out in camp with two 
dogs at the time; it was about mid- 
night, the fire was out, and the night 
was pitch-black. He was roused by 
the furious barking of his two ‘dogs, 
who had charged into the gloom, and 
were apparently baying at something 
ia @ tree close by. He kindled the 
fire, and to his astonishment found the 
thing in the tree to be a cougar. Com- 
img close underneath he shot it with 
hin revolver; thereupon it leaped down, 
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held a few very large, ‘savage dogs, put’ 
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‘| waited till it had passed, then fired into the short ribs.” 
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another tree, where it died among the 
branches. 


Habits of the Beast. 


If cqwboys come across a cougar in 
oper ground they invariably chase and 
try to rope it—as indeed they do with 
auy wild animal. I have known sev- 
eiai instances of cougars being roped 
in this way; in one the animal was 
trought into camp alive by two strap- 
ping cowpunchers. 

The cougar sometimes stalks its 
prey, and sometimes lies in wait for it 
beside a game-trail or drinking. pool— 
very rarely indeed does it crouch on 
the limb of a tree. -When excited by 
the presence of game it is sometimes 
very bold. Willis once fired at some big- 
horn sheep, on a steep mountain-side; 
he missed, and immediately after his 
rhot @ cougar made a dash into the 
midst of the flying band, in hopes to 
secure a victim. The cougar roams over 
long distances, and often changes its 
hunting ground, perhaps remaininginone 
place two or three months, until the 
game is exhausted, and then shifting 
to another. When it does not lie in 
wait it usually spends most of the 
night, winter and summer, in prowling 
restiessiy around the places where it 
thinks it may come across prey, and it 
will patiently follow an animal's trail. 
There is no kind of game, save the 
full-grown grisly and buffalo, which it 
does not at times assail and master. It 
readily snaps up grisly cubs or buffalo 
calves; and in at least one instance, I 
have known of it sprtnging on, slaying 
and eating a full-grown wolf. I pre- 
sume the: latter was taken by sur- 
rriee. On the other hand, the cougar 
itself has to fear the big timber wolves 
when maddened by the winter hunger 
and’ gathered in small parties; while 
4 large grisly would of course be an 
overmatch fo¥ it twice over, though its 
superior agility puts it beyond the gris- 
ly’s power to harm it, unless by some 
unlucky chance taken in a cave. Nor 
could a congar overcome a bul! moose, 
or a bull elk either, if the latter’s horns 
were grown, save by taking it unawares. 
By choice, with such big game, its vic- 
tims are the cows and young. The prong- 
horn rarely comes within reach of its 
spring; but it is the dreaded enemy of big- 
horn, white goat, and every kind of 
ceer, while it also preys on all the 
smaller beasts, such as foxes, coons, 
rabbits, beavers, and even gophers, 
rats and mice. It sometimes makes a 
thorny meal of the porcupine, and if 
sufficiently hungry attacks ard euts its 
smalier cousin, the lynx. It is not a 
brave animal; nor does it run its prey 
down in open chase. It always makes 
its attacks by stealth, and if possible 
from behind, and relies on two or three 
tremendous springs to bring it on the 
doomed creature's back. It uses its 
claws as well as its teeth in holding 
and killing the prey. If possible it al- 
ways seizes a large animal by the 
throat, whereas the wo!f'’s point of at- 
tack is more often the haunch or flank. 
Small deer or sheep it will often knock 
over and kill, merely using its big 








or among the patches of brush in the 
Pad Lands. The persecution of hunters, 
however, always tends to drive it into 
the most thickly wooded and broken 
fastnesses of the mountains. The she 
has from one to three kittens, brought 
forth in a cave or a secluded lair, un- 
der a dead log or in very thick brush. 
It is said that the old he’s kill the 
small male kittens when they get a 
chance. They certainly at times during 
the breeding season fight desperately 
among themselves. Cougars are very 
solitary beasts; it is rare to see more 
than one at a time, and then only a 
mother and young, or a mated male 
and female. While she has kittens, the 
mother is doubly destructive on game. 
The young begin to kill for themselves 
very early. The first fall after they are 
born, they attack large game, and from 
ignorance are bolder tm making their 
attacks than their parents; but they 
are clumsy and often let the prey es- 
cape. Like all cats, cougars are com- 
paratively easy to trap, much more so 
than beasts of the dog kind, such as 
the fox and wolf. 

They are silent animals; but old hunt- 
ers say that at mating time the males 
call loudly, while the females have a 
very distinct answer. They are also 
sometimes noisy at other seasons. I.am 
not sure that I ever heard one; but 
one night, while camped in a. heavily 
timbered coulie near Kildeer Mountains, 
where, as their footprints showed, the 
beasts were plentiful, I twice heard a 
loud, wailing scream ringing through 
the impenetrable gloom which shrouded 
the hills around us, My companion, an 
old plainsman, said that this was the 
cry of the cougar prowling for his prey. 
Certainly no man could well listen to a 
stranger and wilder sound. 


His One Idea Is Flight. 


Ordinarily the rifleman is in no dan- 
wer from a hunted cougar: the beast’s 
one idea seems to be flight, and even 
if its assailant is very close, it rarely 
charges if there is any chance for es- 
cape. Yet there are occasions when it 
will show fight. In the spring of 189, 
a man with whom I had more than once 
worked on the roundup—though I never 
knew his name—was badly mauled by 
a cougar near my ranch. He was hunt-

Another man I knew, a 
hunter named Ed Smith, who had a 
small ranch near Helena, was once 
charged by a wounded cougar; he re- 
ceived a couple of deep scratches, but 
was not seriously hurt. 

Many old frontiersmen tell tales of 
the cougar's occasionally itself making 
the attack, and dogging to his death 
some unfortunate wayfarer. Many oth- 
ers laugh guch tales to scorn. It is 
certdin that if such attacks occur they 
are altogether exceptional, being in- 
deed of such extreme rarity that they 
may be entirely disregarded in prac- 
tice. I should have no more hesitation 
in sleeping out in a wood where there 
were cougars, or walking through it 
after nightfall, than I should have if 
the cougars were tomcats. 

Yet it is foolish to deny that in ex-* 
ceptional instances attacks may oc- 
cur. Cougars vary wonderfully in size, 
and no less in temper. Indeed I think 
that by nature they are as ferocious 
and bloodthirsty as they are cowardly; 
and that their habit of sometimes dog- 
ging wayfarers for miles ts due. to a 
desire for bloodshed which they lack 
the courage to realize. In the old days, 
when all wild beasts were less shy than 
at present, there was more danger from 
the cougar; and this was especially 
true in the dark canebrakes of soree of 
the Southern states, where the man a 
cougar was most likely to encounter 
was a nearly naked and unarmed ne-

$500,000 FOR 
INSANITY STUD 


Johns Hopkins ‘Will Have 
‘Institutions Rivaling Those 
of Europe.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BALTIMORE, June 15.—Henry Phipps 


of Pittsburg and New York, who five 
years ago founded the Phipps Institute 


for Tuberculosis Research in Philadel- 
phia, with an endowment of $1,300,000, 
has given a sum said to exceed $600,000 
to Johns Hopkins Hospital and Univer- 
sity for the study of insanity. 

Mr. Phipps, who sailed from New 
York for England Saturday, made the 
gift on his own initiative and asked 
that the amount should not be made 
public. 

Prof. Willlam H. Welsh of Johns 
Hopkins made formal announcement of 
the gift, which Mr. Phipps arranged 
just before sailing. The money is to be 
used in founding a psychiatric clinic, on 
the lines of well-known similar institu- 
tions in Europe. It will be the first 
of its kind, with adequate equipment 
and support, in connection with a large 
hospital and university in this country.

ties, by pathological, 
psychological methods. 

In addition, Mr. Phipps will provide 
for the maintenance of a medical and 
nursing staff of a high order, includ- 
ing salaries for a professor of psychia- 
try and assistants and other expenses 
for a period of 10 years.
